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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants admit that detecting the status of the 
AC/DC converter is an unexpected result of monitoring the DC bus voltage (Remarks, 10/10/07. page 9, lines 5-10). Examiner has 
provided numerous references that disclose measureing Either or BOTH of the AC input and DC bus votlages to detect input voltage 
abnormalities/failures. Prima facie obviousness is not rebutted by merely recognizing additional advantages or latent properties present in 
the prior art. That applicants have discovered a benefit which was not fully realized (failure of upstream components) by the cited 
references is not an inventive step. In re Wiseman, 596 F.2d 1019, 201 USPQ 658 (CCPA 1979). MPEP §2145. 
Further, applicants' arguments are drawn to unclaimed subject matter. None of the claims recite that the DC bus voltage is detected for 
the purpose of detecting a failure of the AC/DC converter. The claims only recite that quality parameters of the DC bus are analyzed to 
determined the severity of "power source failures." A power source failure results in a shutdown of the AC/DC converter in order to 
disable the UPS system - not because the AC/DC converter has failed. 

Lastly, the amendments to claim 10 are not accepted because they add new matter not previously considered. The amendement to claim 
10 is consistent with the phone interview (Jan. 8. 2007), but constitutes new matter in an after-final amendment. It is also noted that "at 
least one" includes the subject matter covered by "both," and the claims would remain rejected as stated in the final rejection (May 15, 
2007). y 
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
